A- to the probability that there will be 
no general w a r in the n ea r future, it has been pointed 
out ma ny times, bv many observers, that most of t he 
countries that might be t rouble makers, ei ther amongr the 
dictatorships o r demorrari es, are too n ea r ba n k r u pt c y to 
expect financial s upport in case they preci pi tate a r m e d 
strife. 
The initial cost of a r m a m e n t is only a detail as 
c o m pa r e d with the cost of w a gi ng u a r t hro u g h a long 
period. 
Dictatorships have a financial a d v a n t a g e at pres

because t hei r systems are unorthodox.
